Court Sittings Give 
Two a Prison Trip 


The regular half-yearly Sittings of 
the Suprenfe Criminal Court were leld 
here this week, commencing Monday 
morning, the 13th inst. Mr. Justice 
Walsh’ presided. Three cases were. 
tried, two of them being jury and one 
non-jury. 

The first case was Rex vs. Henry 
Holtz of the district of New Saretpa, 
charged with two counts of attempted 
carnal knowledge of his daughter, a 
girl under the age of fourteen years. 
The accused was found guilty on both 
counts and,was sentenced to one 
year’s imprisonment at Fort Sask- 
atchewan on each count, to run con- 
currently. The jury consisted of 
Messrs. C. D. Enman (foreman), 
George Lowry, Percy Bland, Charles 
Craig, Thomas Toreson, H. V. Lof- 
gren. R. D. White of Edmonton, acted 
for the accused.

Professor Corbett Tells Kiwanis 


of Lord Selkirk 


Professor Corbett of the University 
of Alberta, was the speaker at the reg- 
ular Tuesday luncheon of the Wetas- 
kiwin Kiwanis Club. 

Illustrating his lecture with lantern 
slides, the Professor outlined the 
story of Lord Selkirk and his colonists. 
The conditions among the crofters of 
the Scottish Highlands, the speaker 
said, led the fifth Barl of Selkirk to 
what’proved to be his life work. 

There were in all three efforts at 
colonization made by the Scottish Earl. 
The first settlement was in. Prince Ed- 
ward Island, where 800 colonists ar- 
rived in the year 1808. It was pointed 
out that the descendants of these early 
settlers formed a large proportion: of

A second ‘settlement, the Baldoon 
farm, located at what is now known as 
the St. Clair Flats in Kent County, 
Ont., was practically wiped out in the 
war of 1812. 

The last and most daring experiment 
at colonization undertaken by Lords 
Selkirk was the Red River Settlement. 
This settlement was situated on. the 
site where the city of Winnipeg now 
stands. The settlement appeared to be 
doomed to hardship right from the ar- 
vival of the first batch of settlers in 
August, 1812. It was wiped out on the 
occasion of the Seven Oaks Massacre,

It is not our intention to draw a 
moral from either Indeed there is no 
necessity, for the answer to each is 
plain, 

Over a Canadian Pross Pe to 
the Free Press on January 9th, ap- 
pears the headline— 

“Protection from Mail Order Houses 
Retail Merchants Delegation 
Tells Governimént beta Must Be 
Done’.” 

Taking the main sa tagennie-t from the 
despatch we read: 

“The deputation declared ‘something 
must be done’ to protect the retailer 
from the competition of the mail order 
houses which were free from local 
taxes and had certain postal advant- 
ages.” 

There is a cure for this ill. Not a 
negative or legislative cure, but the 
cure of a positive example, which by 
word and deed shows an anxiety to 
correct the evil both as regards one’s 
own business and also for one’s neigh- 
bor’s. Can the retail merchant expect 
the support of the local insurance men 
in his town in doing away with pedd- 
lers and mail order buying affecting 
his business when ati the first oppor- 
tunity the same merchant will try and 
effect a small saving through buying 
his insurance from the mail order or 
the peddler? 

The average merchant is a pretty 
shrewd man and most of them prob- 
ably realize that the one way to gain 
sympathy in correcting adverse con- 
ditions in their own business lies in 
helping, where he can, others trying 
to correct the same bad conditions in 


: theirs. 


If more comment were nieeded on 
the action of the Retail. Merchants’ 
Association in applying to the Govern- 
met for legislative protection against 
the mail order houses, nothing. could 
be more apt and to the point than the 
second article we referred to in our 
first paragraph. It was cut from the 
pages of the official organ of the Re- 
tail Hardware men, Hardware and 
Metal, in the issue of December 3rd. 

“Does the. person who buys out-of- 
town either through the mails or from 
canvassers, ever: realize some-of the 
fhenefits to be had from patronizing 
the local dealer? It is up to the mer- 
chant to stress these benefits. Many 
who indulge in this manver of supply- 
ing their needs look at nothing but the 
initial investment they are called upon 
to make for the goods bought. It 2zever 
occurs to the:a that money which has 
been earned in the town is being sent 
out to help develop some other com- 
munity in place of their own. By keep- 
ing money circulating among the mer- 
chants locally, greater prosperity 
comes to the town as ja Whole. The in- 
creased amount of business enjoyed by 
the retailers helps them to cut down 
their overhead, and enables them bet- 
ter to meet the competition offered by 
larger houses. Every dollar sent out 
of town for merchandise is just anoth- 
er dollar out of the local merchant’s 
cash register, and he cannot bring his 
prices down.

ABNORMAL AND DI8- 
COLORED SEED WHEAT 


If seed wheat contains abnormal or 
discolored kernels a first class crop 
cannot be grown to maturity, even. tun- 
der ideal climatic conditions. Weather 
conditions, such. as prevailed in the 
prairie provinces of Canada during the 
harvest time of 1927, tended to bring 
out these abnormalities. and discolora- 
tions in grain to a more marked extent 
than usual. : 

Shrivelled, shrunken and pimpled or 
blistered wheat should be ‘avoided. 
Shrivelled or shrunken kernels may 
be the result of ‘badly rusted wheat or 
may be indicative of the presence of a 
fungus within. the seed, while frozen 
wheat has a pimpled or blistered seed 
coat. -A mummified kernel which is 
white to gray in color is typical of the 
presence of a very serious and des- 
tructive fungous disease. 


Discolorations such as green, pink 
and black are also very common. 
Green kernels denote lack of maturity, 
‘while the cause of the distinct pinkish 
discoloration so often found is mot 
definitely known. Blackened kernels 
are typical of the presence of a num- 
ber of different wheat parasites. If 
the tip of the germ end is inky black 
in color bacteria are very frequently 
the cause, If blackening is evident at 
digerentt places on the seed coat, fungi, 
which cause root diseases of cereals; 
are often present. 


During: the last two years experi- 
ments have been conducted at thé lab- 
oratory at the: SaskatcHewan Univers- 
ity,-to study the importance’ of~such 
abnormalities and discolorations as are 
mentioned above, and the results sig- 
nify that it is a very serious practice 
to sow wheat of this kfid. ‘In all cases 
germination is reduced and the plants 
which survive are very often weak and 
sickly in appearance.. By sowing such 
wheat the farmer in many cases may | 
introduce disease producing fungi into ' 
his land.

Liaraus FUTURE FOR DAIRYING 


The future of the dairying industry 
in Canada 1s very, bright because of 
the condition of ‘the United States 
market, according to J. A. Ruddick, 
dairy and cold ‘storage commissioner 
for the Dominion, who was the prin- 
cipal speaker at the Board of Trade 
luncheon on Friday. 

Tracing the history of the industry 
from its ocarllest beginnings, Mr. Rud- 
dick:;dealt with the development of 
butter and cheese making. 

Explaining hig reasons for optim: 
ism with regard ‘to the future of the 
dairy industry, Mr. Ruddick declared 
that the number of milch cows in the 
United States had been decreasing in 
proportion to the increase in popula- 
tion and that that country was now 
in the position in which it was neces- 
sary to import dairy products. In 
the last 12 months Canada had ex- 
ported 14,000,000 pounds of butter to 
the United States. 

Always, Canada has had the mar- 
ket of Great Britain for the asking 
because of the quality of Canadian 
products. If the market of the 
United States becomes thrown open 
to Candian produce, the tendency 
will be to increase the price of dairy 
products on the British market and 
therefore the Canadian producer will 
benefit, he said.—Herald.

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raise money and dealing with.num- 
erous schools and teachers was ob- 
viously destructive of efficiency. 

_ “We might,” he said, “provide a tax 
for teacher service for all these rural 
schools and I am saying this now 80, 
if we, at the next session, bring in a 
bill for a complete new scheme of 
‘school administration, it will not come 
as a surprise.” 


Mr. Baker went on to say briefly 
that the biggest problem would be 
that of evolving a method of tax- 
ation He was not advocating a com- 
plete centralization—the cities with 
their numerous schools centralized 
under single boards had already at- 
tained a degree of efficiency in this 
respect and were capable of handling 
‘them. 

The problem of devising a tax to 
support the rural schools which 
would cover all the school districts 
in the province, and at the same time 
spread the burden with absolute 
equity was a tremendous one. It 
would seem that land offered the 
fairest basis of such a tax as it could 
be equalized, but the assessment of 
the rural areas was on a different 
basis from ‘the areas in the cities, 

It was because of the magnitude of 
this problem that the government did 
not intend to take up a revision of the 
school acts until the next session of 
the house.

IMPORTANCE OF GOOD SEED 


Last spring the Saskatchewan De- 
partment of Agriculture conducted a 
survey at seeding time tio determine 
the quality and condition of the seed 
being sown. The survey was conduct- 
ed in 25 different townships scattered 
throughout the whole province. It 
was found that 97 per cent of ‘the 
wheat being sown, and 95 per cent of 
the oats, had been put through clean- 


tried some method for the control of 
smut. So. far these percentages ap- 
pear encriraging. But it was found 
that only 3( per cent of the wheat 
being sown and 16 per cent of the oats 
could be graded as either No. 1 or 2 
seed by the Dominion Seed Branch. 
In most of the rest of the seed there 
was the presence of varying quantities 
of noxious weed seeds. Some thirty 
different’ kinds of cleaning machinery 
were found to be in use, but there 
were good and bad regults with each
